China Appeals To

Delegate Asks For 
Quick Action From 
World Assembly 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22—(/P)—Chi- 
na called on the United Nations as- 
sembly today to act 
quickly 
to 


prevent Communlsh from engulf- 
ing China and the entire Far East. 
For the first 
time, China 
also 


charged that Russia was directing 
the Chinese Communists. 


China's chief delegate, Dr. T. F. 
Tslang, told the 59 national delega- 
tions that the North Atlantic pact 
had halted the flow of Communism 
across Europe, but there was no 
such barrier In the East. 
"The Chinese Communist party," 
he said, "is an Integral part of 
the international Communist move- 
ment. It Is as fanatical as Com- 
munists elsewhere. Its propaganda 
Is always In tune with Moscow 
propaganda. Its action Is always In 
step with Moscow's action." 
Tslang spoke less than 24 hours 


after the Chinese Communists pro- 
claimed at Pelplng the establish- 
ment of a Communist peoples re- 
public of China. 
He told the assembly Soviet Rus- 
sia had outdone even Czarlst Rus- 
sia In the conquests of Manchuria. 
Tslang, who speaks fluent Eng- 
lish, -delivered his declaration , in 
classic Mandarin Chinese, Nation- 
alist China's official language. 
The Chinese delegation circulat- 


ed a text of the speech translated 
Into English. 


When Tslang finished he 
was 
applauded loudly except from the 
Soviet block delegates.

AUSTIN, Sept. 22.—OP)—Cotton 
growers in Texas need not lear 
devaluation of the British pound, 
(ays Dr. A. B. Cox, University of 
Texas marketing specialist. 
The professor of cotton merket- 


Ing noted that all nations are short 
of cotton. The market outlook now 
Is good and Indications are It 
remain above average. 
Dr. Cox explained that pound de- 
valuation means Britain will be 
able to sell more cotton, along with 
other goods on tho world market 
because the price, In pounds, will 
ba cheaper than cotton sold for 
U. S. dollars, he says. The U. 8. 
market outlet, however, will re- 
main strong because of EGA com- 
mitments and world market needs. 


The federal government atlll buys 
U, S. -growers' cotton at a pegged 
29 cents per pound for export to 
Marshall Plan countries. 
Britain, which gets most of her 
U. S. cotton through EGA, cannot 
supply her world market demand 
with her own output, Dr. Cox said. 
She will probably sell Cheaper cot- 
ton to other countries who have 
sliced their currency values along 
with her. This Is expected to in- 
crease her U. S. dollar fund. 
In 
addition, she can Import EGA cot- 
ton and use It to fill export orders. 
If Britain does not get enough 
cotton for export from her own re- 
sources and EGA, she can buy some 
for that purpose at a cheaper rate 
than before from other devalued- 
money nations, the University mar- 
ket analyst said.

Jules Verne may have 
\been a true prophet. In "20.- 
<*40Q Leagues Under the Sea," 


tjjfs FS^ch scientific roman 
ce,r told of a fictional cruise 
in a submarine whose owner 
hated human society and the 
earth on which it moved. By 
prefernce he lived under the 
pea, and got all his food from 
Ocean waters. He even had a 
reasonable facsimile of meat 
in filet of turtle, and found a 
species of sea nicotine from 
which he was able to roll 
high-grade cigars. 


This was not so fanciful 


after all. Dr. F. Neville 
Woodward, director of the 
Scottish Seaweed Research 
Institute, speaking at a Unit- 
ed Nations scientific confer- 
ence, says that sea farming 
is a probable development of 
the near future. Edible car- 
bohydrates can be produced 
by water organisms, and fat- 
ty foods can be manufactur- 
ed by turning mioroorgan- 
JS,ms loose on agricultural 
raw materials and various 
commodity wastes. Through 
such processes most kinds of 


* land farming could ultim- 


ately be supplanted. 


It may not happen in our 


time, but it begins to look as

The flying disks are be 


coming an American institu 
tion. The persistent recur 
rence of tales by people in 
all climates and at all alti 
tudes, declaring they have 
seen these disks, makes it 
hard to dismiss the matter 
lightly. Which of many ap 
proprite proverbs should be 
accepted as the true one for 
this matter? Should it be 
"Believe nothing you hear 
but half of what you see,1 
or perhaps "Where there's 
smoke there's fire?" 


From the beginning the 


stories of the flying disks 
have borne many resem- 
blances to the legends of the 
sea serpents. They appear 
now here, now there, giving 
no warning, vanishing with- 
out leaving a trace. They are 
regarded with consternation, 
yet who can tell of harm 
they have done? They have 
a tendency to appear most 
frequently when the days 
are long and the sun relent- 
less, when the shimmering 
waves of heat dance above 
the waters of the sea and the 
sands of the. desert. And 
there is one modern point in 
common: Just as no one ever 
produced a photograph of a 
sea serpent, so also no one 
has yet come forth with a 
successful photograph of a 
flying disk. 


Shall we believe it when 


we see a picture 
of one? 


(Some one .might step up 
with a snapshot of a sea ser- 
pent, and that would be dis- 
concerting). Perhaps best 
just to say we'll waiit and 
see. Whether real or imagin- 
ed, the flying disks bid fair 
to become.a legend of this 
era.

No Psalm is better known than 
the Twenty-Third. Faced with to- 
day's uncertainties, Increasing mul- 
titudes are repeating to themselves, 
over and over, the sublime Shep- 
herd Psalm, learned in childhood, 
but understood only in age. Its ap- 
peal Is universal, and Its lofty af- 
firmations cf faith the most heart- 
ening to all ages and conditions. 
Uncomplicated by theological con- 
cepts. It states, with thp beautiful 
clarity of a shepherd on Judea's 
hills, the topmost truth of God's 
eternal care. 
The Psalm Is usually credited 
to David, the shepherd boy who, 
became king. Let us read It again: 


"The Lord Is my shepherd; I 
shall not want. He makoth me to 
He down In green pastures: He 
leadeth me beside the still waters. 
He restoreth my soul: He leadeth 
me In the paths of righteousness 
for His Name's sake. Yea, though 
I M-alk through the valley of thu 
shadow of death, I will fear no 
evil: for Thou art with me: Thy 
rod and Thy staff they comfort 
me. Thou preparest a table be- 
fore me In the presence of mine 
enemies: 
Thou 
annolntest 
my 


head with oil: my cup runneth 
over. 
Surely goodness and mer- 


cy shall follow me all the days of 
my life: and I shall dwell in the 
house of the Lord forever." 
Shepherds Important In East. 
Our Elbe'' comes mostly from a 
pastoral background, with the fig- 
ure of the shepherd looming large. 
On the deserts of Arabia, in the 
foothills of valleys of Syria and 
Palestine, the traveler .sees sheep 
and shepherds, it is easy to re- 
construct the picture of the boy, 
David, sitting amidst his pastur- 
ing flock, playing his home-made 
reed flute, and thinking the ''long, 
long thoughts" of boyhood.

weapon. 


There Is a lot of "comfort" In the 
shepherds rod. For the shepherd 
!s not only a guide; he Is 
also 


the protector of his helpless flock, 
against marauding men and beasts. 
The good shepherd loves his sheep 
and would give his life for them. 


God Is Good Shepherd. 
• 
In praising God as the Good 


Shepherd, the Twenty-Third Psalm 
Is not only an expression of our 
relationship with God; It Is also an 
expression of our faith. For those 
seeking from God the strength 
and guidance to face today's prob- 
lems, this 
faith In Him Is' su- 


premely 
Important. 
With 
our 


limited human vision, we cannot 
see beyond the wall of our pres- 
ent joys and troubles 
except 


through this divine faith. Just as 
the sheep are endangered when 
they become panic-stricken 
and 
scatter, but are safe when they 
remain with their defender, so 
our faith In God is essential if 
we are to experience the comfort 
and guidance of His rod and staff.
